In 1993, western fans of Godzilla and other Japanese mon- 
sters discovered a rallying point for their hobby in a new fanzine 
called G-FAN. Created by Canadian high school teacher and long-time 
Godzilla fanatic J.D. Lees, the bimonthly ‘zine gained popularity, and 
finally “went national” with issue #9. 

By the summer of 1994, many of the people who had come 
on board by submitting articles and art to G-FAN decided it was time 
to meet face to face. A “Friends of G-FAN” meeting was organized for 
the Labor Day weekend at a Howard Johnson’s outside Chicago, and 
attended by about twenty hardy souls. Though they had never met 
one another before, the sharing of experiences, Godzilla memories, and 
collectibles created an instant rapport. Such a good time was had that 
a full-fledged convenlion was suggested for the summer of 1995. The 
meeting took place in the Radisson Hotel Arlington Heights, and was 
repeated in 1996, and at the Wyndham Hotel in ‘97, and ‘98. In 1999 
and 2000, G-FEST moved to Califomia, then returned to the Radisson 
in 2001. Outgrowing the hotel, the convention moved “down the 
Street” in 2004 to the Crowne Plaża. 

Over the years, many features have been added to G-FEST 
that have proved popular with attendees year after year. A highlight of 
G-FEST is always the Modeling Thread, organized and staged by Stan 
G. Hyde. Modeling instruction has become a stand-alone, two-day 
event, and the Model Contest is always a focal point of interest. 

Other contests have also been mainstays over the years. The Costume 
Paradę has always been popular, and has grown under the steward- 
ship of Paul Gavins, now offering its own award for costume crafts- 
manship, the Foamie! From the Costume Thread has sprung the 
Tokusatsu Thread, actual filmingof kaiju scenes and movies, allowing G- 
FEST attendees to “live the dream” of monster filmmaking 

The amateur video contest, musie video contest, art show, 
gaming, video gaming, and Artists Alley all add to the variety of events 
at G-FEST. Activities for kids are staged in Minya’s Place, a room of 
crafts and activities (created by Ron Lipecky) aimed at younger fans. This 
year, a special series of presentations aimed at younger fans will also be 
staged near Minya’s Place, overseen by Mark Matzke. 

In recognition of special contributions madę by individuals to 
the production and/or promotion of the Japanese monster genre, 1999 
saw the introduction of The Mangled Skyscraper Award. Every award 
is crafted by Gene Rizzardi (head of the model-making crew on 
Godzilla ) based on an idea by Stan Hyde and a design by J.D. Lees. 
Each year, the Mangled Skyscraper is presented at a special cer- 
emony. Past recipients are Forrest J Ackerman (‘99), Koichi Kawakita 
(‘00), and Greg Shoemaker (‘01), Stan Hyde (‘02), Gamera creator and 
director Noriaki Yuasa (‘03), Godzilla spfx chief Teruyoshi Nakano 
(‘04), super-fan turned film director Yoshikazu Ishii (‘05), our own 
Robert Scott Field (‘06), Dino Don Glut (‘07), Haruo Nakajima (‘08), 
Kenji Sahara (‘09), Akira Takarada (2010), and Shinju Higuchi (2011). 

One of the hallmarks of G-FEST has always been its friendly 
and relaxed atmosphere. It is truły a convention staged by fans, for 
fans, heavily dependent on volunteers. If you wish to become morę 
invol ved in the planning or staging of the convention, please feel free to 
offer your talents to our volunteer coordinator, Ruth Lees at 
(ruthj Iees@gmai l.com).

The same methods have been used for the past several years, 
and there haven’t been any significant problems reported. 

The following are directions for travelling to the 
Pickwick Theater from the Crowne Plaża Chicago Ohare: 

Leave the hotel and go north on North River Road. It 
becomes Des Plaines River Road, then South River Road.

For those who are interested in entering the G-FEST Model 
Show, here’s some information on whatyou should considerentering 
AND whatthejudgesarelooking at. 

JUDGING CRITERIA: The Judges are not interested intheirown 
favorite monsters, how much money you spent on your kits, or even - 
to a degree - if your paint job is “accurate” or not. So what are they 
looking at? 

1. How well did you build it? Are there visible seam lines that have not 
been hidden? Are there production imperfections - flash or resin 
bubbles, for example - that have been left on the kit without being 
fixed? Are there glue tracks or other areas where you messed up 
when building and did not repair? HOW WELL-BUILT IS YOUR KIT? 
That’s the first thing the Judges look at. 

Special circumstances: 

la. Ifyou sculpted your figurę, howanatomically correct is it? 
(Granted, this is a giant monster we’re talking about, but nevertheless, 
certain rules of structure apply.) Does the figure’s pose, the 
suggested idea of it’s muscles and skeleton, seem realistic? Is it 
dynamie? Sometimes a dynamie but stylized pose wins out over a 
morę realistic interpretation, but the “wow” factor is a part of the 
judging. HOW WELL CONCEIVEDANDSCULPTEDISYOUR 
SCRATCH-BUILTFIGURE? 

l b. Ifyou remodeled a toy orexisting model kit, which isallowed by 
the rules, rememberthatyou’redoing somethingthat lies between kit- 
building and sculpting... so all the rules apply. Ifyou altered a pose so 
that the stance of the kit now seems impossible (or at least very 
painful)forthe kaiju, you are probably running afoul of some sculpting 
rules. Ifyou left visible alteration marks, wads of glue or ragged vinyl, 
you are probably running afoul of the model-building rules. We have 
seen some INCREDIBLETOY ALTERATIONS at G-FEST (and someof 
you probably thought they were high-priced model kits) but be 
warned. Toy alteration takes some moxie. HOW DID YOU ALTER 
YOURTOY AND DID YOU IMPROVE IT WHEN YOU ALTERED IT? 

2. Painting is probably the thing that makes a kit stand out the most at 
a show. Although there isn’t space to go over the techniques of 
acrylic, enamel, and oil painting... ordry-brushing and wash 
techniques... nottomention the special uses of inks, iridescient paint, 
and other FX paints... WELL, WE DO HOŁD ROUNDTHE CONVENTION 
DEMOSESSIONSATG-FEST! 

That said, you want to make your model look as good as 
possible. When we judge, we are not judging the reasonableness of 
your paint job (if you want to create a PI NK GODZILLA, we will judge 
a PINKGODZILLA). However, we will look atthings like the accuracy 
of your lines... peering into your models eyes and at the washes on 
their toenails, ruminating on the accuracy of your dry-brush technique 
(does your model look like it’s highlighted, or like it leaned against a 


wet fence?), and anything else that will separate the - well - the 
l 'Minyas”fromthe“Godzillas.” 

At G-FEST, if you’ve done an excellent job of the works cited above, 
you will win a Ist Ribbon... very good nets you a 2nd Ribbon... and a 
better than average job gets you a 3rd place. Everyone gets a 
participant ribbon because... GETTINGOUTTHERE AND BEING 
CREATIVESTILLDESERVESACOMPLIMENT. Yourmodel, sculpt, or 
altered-toy isstill a uniquecreation... and the world needs morę 
uniquecreations. 

TH INGS THAT ARE HARD TO JUDGE: Well, anything that cant be 
looked at very successfully by the above standards. For instance, an 
original LEGO sculpt may take a lot of building ingenuity, but cant be 
judged by the standard assembly criteria or by the painting criteria. At 
times, work in other media - whether it’s metal, cloth, or rubber - may 
be judged with these standards - but think carefully before you place 
the work in the model show - it may belong in the ART SHOW. 

THE PRIZES: A selection of... 

BEST FIGURĘ (how itwasbuilt and painted) by an adultora 
Junior Builder (under 17) builder will win a prize. 

BEST DIORAMA (moręthan onefigure on an ORIGINAL BASE 
that tells a story) by an adult or junior will win a prize. 

BESTSCRATCH BUILT (original figurę) possibly by bothan 
adult and a junior (at the Judges’ discretion) will win a prize. 

JUDGES’ PRIZE forBEST OF SHOWand PEOPLE’SCHOICE 
AWARD - Why 2 awards for best? Well, sometimes these awards go 
to the same model, but often they don’t. Very often the PEOPLE’S 
CHOICE goes to the kit that looks the coolest when you enter the 
room, but the JUDGES’ CHOICE goes to the kit that survives twenty 
minutes of close inspection and arguing about it’s merits. Both of 
these points of view are valid - both valid reasons to give a prize. 

At this point, there are at least eight prizes at G-FEST... and 
there may be others, depending on the show’s sponsors and other 
things that may arise. 

JUDGES PRIZES - A bronze cast kaiju might get a special award... or 
a very tiny diorama might be overwhelmed by a giant diorama, but 
both might warrant special notice. IFWECAN, WE’LLTRYTOGIVE
